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The  Davisons  were  Highland  Scotch.  According  to  some  authori¬ 
ties,  David,  the  second  son  of  King  David  1,  of  Scotland  (sometimes 
called  St.  David),  was  married  to  a  daughter  of  the  “Lord  of  the  Isles 
(The  Hebrides  or  Western  Islands)  and  thus  became  chief  of  a  branch 
of  the  Great  Clan  Chattan.  He  took  the  name  of  Mae  Dhaibhidh.  or 
Davidson.  The  Davidsons  and  Davisons  belonged  to  that  clan,  and  the 
chiefs  are  all  descended  from  David,  their  first  chief. 

When  the  English  invaded  Scotland,  the  monasteries,  where  the 
records  were  kept,  were  destroyed,  so  we  do  not  know  the  names  of 
the  chiefs  until  we  find  one  Malcolm  Davison,  chief  of  the  clan,  and 
keeper  of  the  castle  at  Dingwall,  Scotland,  where  his  son  Nicholas  was 
born  in  1580.  Upon  reaching  manhood,  Nicholas  went  to  England  and 
married  an  English  lady.  Among  their  children  was  one  Nicholas  born 
in  London  or  Lynn,  about  1611.  In  1630  he  came  to  the  Colonies,  as 
an  agent  for  Matthew  Craddock,  a  London  merchant.  He  settled  m 
Charlestown,  Mass.,  and  married  Joanna  Miller  of  that  place. 

H.  R.  Remsen  Coles,  in  his  Davison  genealogy,  gives  their  children 
as  Daniel,  born  April  8,  1639,  married  to  Margaret  Low,  and  Sarah, 
born  December  31,  1647,  married  to  Joseph  Lynde. 

This  is  a  mistake.  If  Nicholas  had  a  son  Daniel  born  in  1639.  he 
must  have  died  before  1650,  for  according  to  Charlestown  records. 
Nicholas  and  Joanna  had  a  son  Daniel  born  January  9,  16o0,  v  no 
married  Abigail  Coffin,  daughter  of  Peter  Coffin,  December  16.  16  o. 
They  had  seven  children,  three  were  born  at  Charlestown,  and  the 
other  four  were  born  at  Newbury.

James  R.  Davison  is  not  descended  from  Nicholas,  as  is  given  m 
some  genealogies.  He  is  descended  from  Daniel  Damson  of  Ip>\w<  h. 
who  was  born  in  1630.  He  was  a  prisoner  of  Oliver  Cromwell,  in 
England,  and  was  sent  with  others,  to  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Cohmy 
in  1650.  It  was  this  Daniel  who  married  Margaret  Low.  What  relation 
he  was,  if  any,  to  Nicholas  1  do  not  know,  but  both  families  ham- 
several  names  ill  common,  so  it  looks  as  though  they  may  ham*  been 
related.

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen,  I,  Daniel  Davison,  of  Ipswich,  in  the 
County  of  Essex,  in  New  England,  Being  sick  of  body:  but  in  sound 
and  disposing  memory:  praise  be  given  to  God  for  same,  do  make 
this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  the  manner  and  form  following: 
First  and  principally,  I  resign  my  soul  into  the  merciful  hands  ot 
Almighty  God,  my  Creator  assuredly  hoping  through  the  mercies  of 
my  blessed  Saviour  to  obtain  pardon  and  remission  of  all  my  sins. 
And  my  body  I  commit  to  the  earth  wherever  it  was  fallen,  to  be 
decently  buried  by  the  direction  of  my  executrix,  hereinafter  named. 


And  for  the  worldly  goods  and  effects  the  Lord  has  given  me  I  dispose 
thereof  as  follows : 

I  give  unto  my  son,  William,  my  dwelling  house  and  barns  and 
all  my  out  houses  and  orchards  together  with  twenty  acres  of  upland 
and  meadow,  the  home  lot  being  a  part  of  the  upland  and  the  rest  of  the 
upland  adjoining  to  the  home  lot,  on  the  west  and  northwest.  To  be 


my  son  William's  at  my  beloved  wile’s  decease,  or  when  she  marries. 

I  give  unto  mv  son  John  fifteen  acres  of  upland  adjoining  to 
Edmund  Potter  and  Sam  Lumass,  their  land;  and  so  to  front  on  the 
roadway  to  Boston,  also  I  give  my  son  John  five  acres  of  meadow  in 
Bay  Path  Meadows. 

I  give  to  my  son  Thomas  fifteen  acres  of  upland  joining  to  the 
land  I  have  given  to  my  son,  Daniel,  and  so  to  join  to  Mi*.  Whipple’s 
land.  Also  I  give  to  my  son  Thomas  five  acres  of  meadow  in  Bay  Path 

Meadows. 


I  give  to  my  son  Peter  fifteen  acres  of  upland  joining  to  the  land 
I  have  given  to  my  son  Daniel  on  the  one  side  and  joining  to  John 
Gilberts  land.  Also  I  give  to  my  son  Peter  five  acres  of  meadow  m 
Bay  Path  Meadows.  And  I  do  oblige  my  sons,  John,  Thomas  and 
Peter  their  proportions  of  uplands  and  meadows  to  my  beloved  wire 
in  the  same  tenure  as  I  have  obliged  my  son  W  illiam.  And  wherea> 
there  is  thirty  acres  of  upland  lying  between  William  and  Peter's  land., 
not  dispossessed  or  wild,  which  1  value  to  be  worth  one  hundred  and 
twenty  pounds.  1  do  leave  it  in  the  hands  of  my  beloved  wife  whom 
1  constitute  and  appoint  to  be  my  sole  executrix  of  this  my  last  will 
and  testament  to  be  improvised  for  legacies  to  my  daughters  Bridget 
and  Dorcas,  distributing  the  overplus  making  them  all  equal.  And  I 
do  appoint  my  son  William  to  pay  ten  pounds  for  the  use  of  his  mother 
in  order  for  my  daughters’  portions,  Bridget  and  Dorcas.  And  my 
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sons  Daniel  and  Thomas  and  Peter  shall  have  the  privilege  of  a  high¬ 
way  to  the  Bay  road  through  each  other’s  land.  And  if  by  Bod  s 
providence  any  of  my  sons  die  without  issue,  then  their  pait  of  mud 
shall  be  equally  divided  among  the  survivors.  In  witness  of  my  firm  act 
and  deed  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  seal.

6.  James  Rockwell  Davison,  son  of  Jonathan  and  Elizabeth 
(Rockwell)  Davison  was  born  at  Truro,  X.  S.,  April  29,  1810.  lie  was 
married  at  River  Philip,  March  17.  1833,  to  Eunice  Jenks.  daughter  of 
James  and  Martha  (Lewis)  Jenks.  She  was  born  at  Parrsboro, 

September  1,  1807. 

When  Mr.  Davison  was  a  little  boy  about  four  years  old,  the 
family  moved  quite  a  distance.  His  oldest  brother  went  ahead  to  drive 
the  cattle  to  the  new  farm.  James  wanted  to  go  with  his  brother,  and 
the  parents,  thinking  that  the  wagons  would  soon  catch  up  with  them, 

allowed  him  to  go. 

The  wagons  were  delayed,  so  it  was  Quite  late  in  the  afternoon 
before  they  were  overtaken.  When  the  boys  came  to  the  foot  of  a 
long  steep  hill,  the  little  fellow  was  so  tired  and  hungry,  he  didn't 
see  how  he  could  possibly  climb  to  the  top.  ITis  brother  stopped  at  a 
house  near  the  foot  of  the  hill,  and  asked  the  woman  if  she  would 
please  give  his  little  brother  a  slice  of  bread  and  butter.  She  gave 
him  a  little  thin  slice  of  black  bread  with  no  butter.  Hungry  as  he 
was  he  could  scarcely  eat  it,  but  by  hanging  onto  a  pigs  tail,  he 
managed  to  reach  the  top  of  the  hill. 

There  they  came  to  another  house,  and  the  lady  gave  him  a 
thick  slice  of  nice  white  bread  with  plenty  of  butter,  and  a  glass  or 
milk.  Mr.  Davison  lived  to  be  nearly  eighty-five  years  old,  but  he 
never  forgot  those  two  women. 

Mr.  Davison  was  brought  up  a  Methodist,  but  when  he  readied 
young  manhood,  upon  studying  the  Bible,  he  became  convinced  that 
he  would  have  to  be  immersed.  He  couldn  t  find  a  Methodist  ministei 
in  Nova  Scotia  who  would  immerse  him,  so  he  finally  joined  the  Baptist 

church. 

After  Mr.  Davison’s  marriage,  the  family  lived  at  Kiver  I  hmp 
until  November  1848,  when  they  went  to  East  Machias,  Maine,  in  a  ship, 
starting,  I  think  from  Halifax.  The  next  year  they  went  to  Xoblesville. 
Indiana,  arriving  there  October  30,  1850.  Sixteen  dais  Intel  tluii 
voungest  child  was  born.  In  the  twenty-seven  dais  that  tlui  w  <  1 1  on 
the  road  from  East  Machias  to  Xoblesville,  they  entered  a  human 
dwelling  blit  once. 

Air  Davison  was  a  carpenter.  His  son.  Charles,  worked  with  him 
in  Xoblesville  and  learned  the  trade.  In  1852.  their  oldest  daughter. 
Martha,  taught  the  school  there  at  the  age  of  sixteen. 

The  climate  in  Indiana  did  not  agree  with  them,  as  they  had 
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considerable  ague  (chills  and  fever),  so,  after  six  years,  they  again 
moved  west.  This  time  to  Minnesota. 

Charles  went  first  in  1855,  and  located  at  Faribault.  The  rest  of 
the  family  went  the  next  spring.  Pamela  and  Clifford  started  first. 
They  went  with  a  neighbor  who  was  driving  with  their  goods.  They 
had  two  covered  wagons  drawn  by  horses.  The  two  boys,  Gilbert 
McNutt  and  Clifford,  took  turns  walking  behind  the  wagons,  and 
driving  the  cattle  for  the  new  farms.  In  the  back  of  one  of  the  wagons 
was  a  crate  of  chickens.  They  were  on  the  road  six  weeks.  After  the 
wagons  had  been  gone  four  weeks,  the  rest  of  the  family  started.  They 
went  by  train  and  steamboat.  In  those  days  the  railroads  had  not 
reached  the  state  of  perfection  that  they  have  since,  in  the  management 
of  baggage,  and  the  traveler  had  to  look  after  his  own  baggage  on  the 
way. 

They  had  to  change  cars  at  Chicago.  AY  hen  Air.  Davison  went  to 
change  checks,  and  see  to  having  the  trunks  put  on  the  other  train. 

he  discovered  that  they  had  not  arrived.  “You  must  wait  here”  said 
the  baggage  master  “until  the  next  train  arrives,  and  they  will 

probably  be  here.”  “I  cannot,”  said  Mr.  Davison,  “for  my  family  is 
already  in  the  train,  and  it  is  about  to  start.”  “Give  me  your  checks 
then,”  said  the  baggage  man.  “and  I  will  see  that  the  trunks  follow 
you.”  Seeing  no  other  way,  he  handed  over  the  checks  and  stepped  on 
the  train. 

In  due  time  they  reached  the  Mississippi  river  at  Dunleath,  where 
they  boarded  the  steamboat.  “Alhambra,”  and  continued  their  journey 
up  the  river.  Saturday  night,  while  still  on  the  river,  the  steamboat. 
“War  Eagle,”  overtook  the  “Alhambra,”  and  their  trunks  were 
transferred.  On  Monday  they  arrived  at  Hastings,  where  they  took 
the  stage  to  the  home  of  Morse  McNutt,  who  had  taken  a  claim  the 
vear  before. 

The  next  Saturday  the  covered  wagons  arrived.  On  the  following 

Monday  morning  they  continued  their  journey  in  a  lumber  wagon. 

At  Faribault  Charles  joined  them  and  went  with  them  the  remainder 

of  the  wav.  Tliev  settled  on  a  farm  about  ten  miles  from  Faribault. 
*  * 

near  Morristown. 

The  first  winter  after  getting  the  family  comfortably  settled. 
Air.  Davison  went  to  Faribault  and  worked  with  Charles  at  the  car¬ 
penters  trade,  so  Clifford,  age  thirteen,  had  to  be  the  man  of  the 
family.  lie  milked  the  cow,  drove  the  cattle  to  the  creek  and  chopped 
holes  in  the  ice  so  they  coidd  drink,  carried  snow  into  the  house  to 
be  melted  for  water  to  be  used  for  all  purposes,  etc. 

In  1858,  Elder  T.  R.  Cressy  visited  the  neighborhood  and  organized 
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tilt'  six  Baptists  of  the  region  into  a  church.  They  were  Mr.  and  -  rs. 

K  1J.  Conner.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  -J.  R.  Davison.  Josephia  Davison  ana 
Samuel  F.  Wyman,  who  later  married  Josephia.  The  church  was  later 

transferred  to  Morristown  and  a  building  erected. 

In  1863,  Mr.  Davison  bought  thirteen  acres  m  Blooming  Gio\e 
■Township,  Waseca  County,  about  four  miles  south  of  Morristown  He 
Imilt  a  house  at  the  crossroads,  where  the  road  from  Faribault  to 
Wilton  crossed  the  Post  road  (St.  Peter  to  Owatonna).  The  house  mis 
called  the  “Travelers  Home.”  They  furnished  meals  and  lodging  to 

travelers  going  past.  n 

A  post  office  had  been  established  about  IS06.  It  was  called 

Swavesv,  named  by  the  first  postmistress,  an  English  woman  by  the 
name  of  Gibbs.  The  man  who  carried  mail  from  St.  Peter  to  Owatonna. 
left  the  mail  as  he  passed  her  house.  She  kept  the  letters  for  her 
neighbors  in  her  bureau  drawer.  In  1864  Mr.  Davison  was  appointed 
postmaster  and  the  name  of  the  post  office  was  changed  to  Blooming 
Grove,  the  same  as  the  township.  Mr.  Davison  remained  postmaster 
until  1884,  when  he  retired  and  went  to  Waseca  to  live  with  his 
daughter  and  son-in-law,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  S.  F.  Wyman.  As  no  one  else 
wanted  to  be  postmaster,  the  post  office  was  discontinued. 

Mr.  Davison  was  a  deacon  in  the  Baptist  church  in  Morristown. 
He  died  in  Waseca  April  19,  1895,  nearly  eighty-five  years  of  age. 
Mrs.  Davison  died  there  June  18,  1885.  They  had  eight  children,  all 
born  at  River  Philip,  X.  S.  except  the  youngest  one  who  was  born  at 

Xoblcsville,  Indiana.

7.  Charles  Edward  Davison,  son  of  James  Rockwell  and  Eunice 
(Jenks)  Davison,  was  born  at  River  Philip,  X.  S.,  March  12,  1834.  He 
was  married  at  Richmond,  Wisconsin,  April  12,  1858,  to  Olive  A.  Hall. 
Thev  were  married  by  a  Joseph  Ilall.  She  was  born  in  New  A  oik 

about  1833. 

Mr.  Davison  settled  in  Faribault,  Minn.,  in  1855,  where  he  worked 
at  his  trade  of  building  contractor.  He  built  the  first  C  ongregational 
Church  there  in  1856-7.  He  also  helped  build  the  first  Episcopal  build¬ 
ings  there;  the  church,  school  and  Dr.  J.  Lloyd  Brack  s  residence. 

On  Saturday  evening,  April  13,  1861,  Alexander  Ramsey,  governor 
of  Minnesota,  was  in  Washington,  when  the  news  of  the  surrender  of 
Fort  Sumpter  was  received.  Early  the  next  morning  he  went  to  the 
war  department  and  tendered  one  thousand  men  from  Minnesota  to 
defend  the  government.  The  tender  was  accepted  and  thus  Minnesota 
had  the  honor  of  being  the  first  to  offer  troops  for  the  Civil  War. 
The  next  morning  the  president  's  call  for  troops  was  published. 

Charles  E.  Davison  was  among  the  first  to  volunteer.  He  was  in 
Company  G,  first  Minnesota  regiment.  He  was  wounded  at  the  battle 
of  Bull  Run,  recovered  from  that,  but  died  later  from  sickness,  Nov. 
It).  1862,  in  a  government  hospital  on  Bedloe’s  island.  New  5  ork. 
After  Mr.  Davison’s  death  the  family  lost  track  of  his  widow.  They 
had  no  children. 

8.  Pamela  Davison,  daughter  of  James  Rockwell,  and  Eunice  (Jenks  > 
Davison  was  born  at  River  Philip,  N.  S.,  February  14,  1838.  She  was 
married  at  Morristown,  Minn.,  December  24,  1857,  to  Dr.  Dennis  L. 
Hitchcock,  son  of  Hiram  and  Lucia  (Burgess)  Hitchcock.  He  was 
born  at  Forkstown,  Pa.,  December  27,  1827. 

After  her  sister,  Martha,  was  taken  sick  in  1854,  Pamela  taught 
the  school  in  Noblesville.  The  vear  of  1856-7  she  taught  in  the  first 
public  scln  ol  in  Faribault,  under  Prof.  R.  A.  Matt. 

The  next  vear  she  taught  in  Watcrville  where  she  met  Dr. 
I  litcl’cock. 

Dr.  Hitchcock  was  the  first  practicing  physician  in  Watcrville  and 
later  at  Redwood  Falls  where  he  took  his  family  in  1864.  They  lived, 
in  a  part  of  the  MePhail  cabin,  which  had  been  built  the  year  before. 
They  had  to  build  a  stockade  as  a  protection  aganist  the  Indians. 
This  cabin  was  the  first  one  built  in  Redwood  County,  and  is  now  being 
preserved  in  Ramsey  Park,  near  Redwood  Falls.  Their  daughter. 
Elizabeth,  was  the  first  white  child  born  in  Redwood  County. 

Dr.  Hitchcock  started  the  “Old  Reliable"  drug  store  in  Redwood 
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Falls,  which  his  son,  Melville,  owned  for  many  years  after  Ins  death. 
They  were  Methodists. 

Dr  Hitchcock  died  at  Redwood  Falls  December  31,  1SS4.  Mrs. 
Hitchcock  died  there  January  2,  1927.  They  had  eight  children.  The 
first  three  were  born  at  Waterville,  the  other  five  at  Redwood  halls.

9.  Josephia  Davison,  daughter  of  James  Rockwell  and  Eunice  ( Jenks ) 
Davison  was  born  at  River  Philip,  X.  S.,  November  22.  1839.  She  was 
married  at  Morristown,  December  24.  1860.  to  Samuel  Frost  Wyman, 
son  of  Samuel  Frost  and  Susan  (Smith- Wyman)  Mott,  lie  was  born 
at  West  Cambridge  (now  Arlington),  Mass.,  February  4,  lb-12. 

In  the  fall  of  1854.  Samuel  F.  Wyman  of  Massachusetts,  Michael 
Johnson  of  England,  and  Andrew  Bell  of  New  York,  came  to  M»me- 
sota.  They  met  in  St.  Anthony  (now  a  part  of  Minneapolis).  On  Male  i 
15th  the  next  vear,  the  three  of  them  started  out.  on  foot,  with  their 
eyes  fixed  on  a  small  Indian  Village,  on  the  Cannon  river,  called  h  an- 
b'ault  The  first  stop  they  made  was  at  a  little  log  house  a  ten  mi  os 
out  from  Mendota,  where  all  three  slept  in  one  bed  with  chickens 
roostin"  on  the  foot  fail.  The  next  morning,  after  a  light  breaktast. 
they  started  on  their  way  in  a  blinding  snow  storm,  through  the  woods, 
cornin''  to  the  prairie  near  what  is  now  called  Rosemount.  By  this  time 
the  snow  was  fully  a  foot  deep  with  no  sign  of  a  track  to  guide  them. 
Their  next  stop  was  at  Brackett  (now  Lakeville).  After  wading  tour- 
teen  miles  in  the  deep  snow,  they  were  pretty  hungry.  There  they  had 
a  sumptuous  dinner.  About  three  o’clock  that  afternoon,  the  sun  came 
out  very  bright,  which,  glaring  on  the  snow,  nearly  blinded  them,  and 

gave  them  sore  eyes. 

It  soon  became  dark  and  they  began  to  think  they  were  lost. 
•  After  what  seemed  like  hours,  they  suddenly  heard  a  dog  barking. 
They  soon  came  to  a  log  cabin.  They  entered  under  the  protests  ot 
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the  lady  of  the  cabin,  that  her  husband  had  gone  to  Hastings  to  get 

provisions  and  that  there  was  nothing  in  t lie  house  to  eat.  These 
pilgrims  were  very  hungry  and  used  every  argument  of  a  persuasive 
nature,  even  silver  and  gold.  The  lady  finally  found  about  half  a  pint 
of  beans  from  which  she  made  some  bean  soup.  Nothing  had  ever 
tasted  so  good  to  them. 

The  boys  slept  in  the  loft  that  night,  making  a  bed  of  their  blankets. 
One  blanket  was  used  as  a  cover,  but  when  thev  awoke,  thev  found 
that,  the  good  Lord  had  given  them  another  blanket,  one  of  snow. 
Their  sore  eyes  were  also  bathed  with  snow,  which  did  them  good. 
When  they  went  down  the  ladder,  they  found  breakfast  waiting.  After 
breakfast  they  each  left  a  dollar  bill  on  their  plate,  said  “goodbye." 
and  continued  their  journey.  They  reached  Faribault  about  two  o’clock 
that  afternoon.  They  stopped  at  the  first  house  they  came  to,  near  the 
Cannon  river,  where  they  got  a  bowl  of  bread  and  milk  and  put  up 
for  the  night  with  a  Mr.  Crumpp,  who  kept  the  hotel  and  post  office. 

That  afternoon,  they  took  in  all  places  of  interest  about  the 
town,  which  consisted  of  one  small  log  building,  grocerv  and  saw 
mill,  and  one  frame  house  called  “Faribault  House.”  In  the  southern 
part  of  town  was  a  scaffold,  eighteen  or  twenty  feet  high,  where  dead 
Indians  were  placed,  ready  for  the  Great  Spirit  to  take  them  to  the 
“Happy  Hunting  Grounds.”  The  next  day  they  started  out  again 
along  the  Cannon  river  and  lake,  passing  “Bully  Wells”  deer  park, 
and  on  through  Warsaw  to  Morristown. 

That  day  they  stopped  at  Andrew  Stories,  the  only  family  living 
in  Morristown.  The  next  day,  they  found  the  desired  land,  each  a 
quarter  section,  all  joining. 

They  staked  their  claims,  and  built  a  log  shack  over  the  corner, 
so  they  could  all  live  together  and  each  be  on  his  own  land.  They  lived 
there  together  a  few  years,  then  they  separated.  Mr.  Bell  went  to 
Faribault  and  Mr.  Wvman  eventuallv  went  to  Waseca. 

Four  months  after  Mr.  Wyman’s  marriage,  the  Civil  War  broke 
out.  The  next  November  in  1861,  he  enlisted.  He  was  in  Company  I. 
the  third  Minnesota  regiment.  Ilis  wife  stayed  with  her  parents  until 
the  war  was  over. 

The  regiment  was  at  Murfreesboro,  Tenn.,  when  on  July  13th.  1862. 
they  were  surrendered  without  a  fight.  One  of  the  soldiers  told  his 
family  that  the  fate  of  the  regiment  was  decided  by  a  card  game 
between  Colonel  Lester  and  the  enemv  colonel.  Be  that  as  it  mav, 
after  an  investigation,  the  President  gave  orders  to  have  Col.  Lester 
and  all  of  the  officers  who  voted  for  the  surrender,  dismissed. 

Three  officers  and  several  enlisted  men  escaped.  After  the  sur- 
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render,  Samuel  Wyman,  Salisbury  Rowell  and  two  others,  started  out 
on  foot  to  go  back  to  Minnesota.  Mr.  Wyman  was  the  only  one  who 
had  any  money,  so  he  paid  the  expenses  of  all  four  of  them.  He  said 
later  that  Mr.  Rowell  was  the  only  one  who  ever  paid  him  back. 

Immediately  after  the  surrender,  the  regiment,  with  the  exception 
of  the  few  who  had  managed  to  escape,  were  marched  rapidly  to 
McMinnville.  There  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  the  enlisted 
men  were  parolled.  They  were  sent  to  Renton  Barracks  until  they 
were  called  for  service  in  the  Sioux  War  in  Minnesota.  In  January 
1863,  after  an  exchange  of  prisoners,  the  regiment  was  again  sent 
south.  The  summer  of  1864  was  very  hot  and  dry  and  the  regiment 
was  camped  by  a  swamp.  Nearly  every  one  of  the  soldiers  had  malaria 

and  thirty  of  them  died  of  it. 

After  the  war  was  over,  the  Wyman  family  lived  on  a  farm  neai 
Morristown  until  18/3  when  they  moved  to  A\  aseca.  Mr.  W  }  man  vas 
a  market  gardener.  He  died  at  Waseca  April  12,  1922,  age  ninety  >eais. 
Mrs.  Wyman  died  there  January  7,  1913.  They  had  eight  children; 
one  was* born  in  Morristown  Twp.,  Rice  Co.,  three  were  born  in  Bloom¬ 
ing  Grove  Twp.,  Waseca  Co.  and  four  were  born  in  Waseca.  They  were 
Baptists.

10.  James  Clifford  Davison,  son  of  James  Rockwell  and  Eunice 
(Jenks)  Davison  was  born  at  River  Philip,  X.  S.,  June  20,  1843.  He 
was  married  first  in  Hampton,  Minn.,  April  10,  1867,  to  Frances 
Arzelia  Sherd,  daughter  of  Uriah  and  Mary  E.  (Mumford)  Sherd.  She 
was  born  at  Naples,  X.  Y.,  June  18,  1850,  and  died  at  Xorthtield.  Minn., 
March  16,  1897.  Air.  Davison  was  married  secondly  in  Xorthfield  dune 
8,  1904  to  Luella  Victoria  (Day)  Ward,  daughter  of  Adin  and  Louisa 
(Judd)  Day,  and  widow  of  Charles  Ward.  She  was  born  m  Castle 
Rock  Twp.,  Dakota  Co.,  Minn.,  October  21,  1860. 

Mr.  Davison  was  a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War.  He  enlisted  August 
18,  1862.  lie  was  in  Company  P,  Eighth  Minnesota  regiment.  At  the  time 
of  the  enlistment,  the  regiment  expected  to  go  south  immediately,  but 
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within  ten  clays,  the  terrible  Sioux  Massacre  occurred,  so  instead  of 
going  south,  they  were  sent  to  fight  the  Indians. 

They  took  an  active  part  in  the  Sioux  War,  and  suffered  many 
hardships  for  two  years  before  going  south  in  the  fall  of  1864. 

They  were  in  a  number  of  battles,  during  one  of  which  Mr.  Davison 
told  his  buddy  that  he  was  wounded,  he  could  feel  the  blood  running 
down  his  leg.  When  he  had  time  to  investigate,  he  found  that  it  was 
his  canteen  that  had  been  hit,  and  it  was  water  running  down  his  leg. 

Mr.  Davison  was  a  farmer.  They  lived  on  a  farm  near  Hampton 
for  a  few  years,  then  moved  onto  their  own  farm  near  East  Castle 
Hock,  lie  retired  and  moved  into  Xorthfield  in  the  fall  of  1894.  He 
died  at  Xorthfield  April  30,  1918.  Mrs.  Davison  died  there  March  18. 
1950.  There  were  seven  children,  all  by  the  first  wife.  The  first  two 
were  born  in  Hampton  Twp.,  Dakota  Co.,  the  other  five  were  born 
in  Castle  Hock  Twp.

11.  Selina  Huntington  Davison,  daughter  of  James  Rockwell  and 
Eunice  (Jenks)  Davison,  was  born  at  River  Philip,  X.  S.,  December  15. 
1845.  She  was  married,  in  Morristown,  Minn.,  February  25,  1872.  to 
Salisbury  Rowell,  son  of  Salisbury  and  Eleanor  (Butterfield)  Rowell. 
He  was  born  at  Xorth  Jay,  Maine,  June  19,  1835. 

Mr.  Rowell’s  parents  were  both  school  teachers.  After  their 
marriage,  June  21st,  1834,  they  lived  on  the  home  farm  with  his 
widowed  mother,  his  father  having  died  the  previous  February.  His 
brothers  and  sisters  were  all  married  and  had  homes  of  their  own. 
so  Salisbury  was  the  only  one  left  to  care  for  his  mother  and  the 
farm,  but  he  died  of  typhoid  fever  in  January,  1835,  about  five  months 
before  his  son  Salisburv,  Jr.,  was  born.  In  1839,  when  Salisburv  was 
about  four  years  old,  his  aunt,  Roseann  (Rowell)  Winslow  died  leaving 
two  little  girls,  Lizzie,  and  Rose,  who  went  to  live  with  their  grand¬ 
mother.  Their  father,  Franklin  Winslow  died  soon  after. 

In  1844,  his  uncle  John’s  wife  died  so  he  went  there  with  his  two 
*  sons,  John  Axtell  and  Henry  Valentine.  Salisbury's  mother  stayed  on 
as  housekeeper  until  his  uncle  John  married  a  red-headed  old  maid 
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with  a  had  temper.  She  then  left  and  went  to  Boston  where  she  worked 
as  a  nurse  in  an  insane  hospital.  She  was  offered  a  home  with  them  on 
the  farm,  but  she  said  that  too  many  women  in  the  same  house  would 

not  work  out. 

Salisbury  stayed  in  North  Jay  until  he  finished  common  school  but 
he  stayed  with  his  uncle,  Daniel  Rowell,  the  last  part  of  the  time,  and 
his  grandmother  went  to  live  with  her  daughter,  Hannah  (Rowell) 

1  .eland. 

•After  finishing  eomon  school,  Mr.  Rowell  went  away  to  a  business 
school,  then  went  to  Boston  and  became  shorthand  writer  for  ‘‘Fowler 
and  Wells,”  phrenologists. 

In  1855,  Mr.  Rowell,  his  mother  and  adopted  sister,  Louisa,  (who 
his  mother  had  adopted  in  Boston),  went  to  Minnesota  and  took  up 
claims  at  Silver  Creek.  Wright  Co.  Mr.  Rowell  was  clerk  ol  the  Baptist 
church  there.  When  the  Civil  War  broke  out  he  enlisted.  He  was  in 
Company  A,  third  Minnesota  regiment,  the  same  regiment  that  Samuel 
F.  Wyman  was  in.  In  the  summer  of  1864  they  were  camped  by  a 
swamp  and  Mr.  Rowell  was  very  sick,  several  times,  with  malaiia.  lb 
never  had  good  health  afterward,  but  he  remained  in  the  army  until 
the  end  of  the  war. 

When  Miss  Davison  was  teaching  school  in  Silver  Creek,  she  met 
Mr.  Rowell  and  they  were  married  in  1872.  About  a  year  after  their 
marriage,  Mr.  Rowell  bought  a  house  and  five  acres  in  the  western  part 
of  Faribault,  just  inside  the  city  limits,  a  quarter  of  a  mile  north  of 
Bean’s  Mill  (now  Kings  Mill). 

In  1881  Mr.  Rowell  went  to  Dakota  Territory  and  filed  on  a  home¬ 
stead  in  Spink  County.  In  the  spring  of  1882  the  family  went  theie. 
Alter  proving  up  on  the  claim,  he  sold  the  farm  and  built  a  house  in 
Red  field.  They  remained  there  until  1894  when  they  returned  to  Minne- 
sota. 

M r.  Rowell  died  in  St.  Paul  September  20,  1898.  Mrs.  Rowell  died 
in  Minneapolis,  May  13.  1928.  They  had  four  daughters.  The  first  one 
was  born  at  Blooming  Grove,  Waseca  Co.,  Minn.,  the  othei  three  win 
born  at  Faribault.

Dear  Sister  Maria — 

Well  sister,  here  I  am  to  the  hospital.  Yes  I  be.  You  know  1 
hadn’t  been  feelin  real  sprightly  for  some  spell  and  when  old  Dr. 
Allen  said  I’d  better  to  go  to  a  hospital,  or  T  might  have  a  cancer, 

I  never  said  if  nor  and  nor  neither.  I  just  said  where  is  the  hospital 
at,  that  would  be  the  best  place  to  go  b  and  he  said  that  Mr.  Itel  do^n 
to’ Minneapolis  has  a  nice  hospital,  and  he  was  some  clever  at  cuttin 
the  insides  out  of  pepul.  So  I  said  if  Mr.  Itel  is  as  good  as  be,  thats 
where  I  go.  Now  when  I  got  home  and  told  Abner  I  was  going  down 
to  Minneapolis  and  have  some  of  my  insides  cut  out,  he  thot  I'd  gone 
crazy.  He  said  I  never  knew  you  had  too  much  insides,  but  when  I 
said  cancer  to  him,  he  said  kind  of  grave  like,  Maybe  we’d  better  go 
to  Marry.  I  can  get  old  Seth  Conner  to  come  over  here  a  spell  and 

see' to  things. 

So  we  up  and  did  it,  thinking  its  no  use  puttin  off  whats  got  to 
be  did.  So  we  came  to  visit  down  to  this  hospital.  I  kinder  expected, 
before  I  see  Mr.  Itel,  he’d  look  kinder  fierce  like  from  cuttin  so  many 
pepuls  insides  out.  But  he  didn’t,  not  one  mite.  He  looked  like  other 
pepul  but  some  kinder,  and  I  thot  maybe  he  don’t  just  think  of  cuttin 
pepul,  but  is  thinkin  how  much  better  they  would  be  after  he  had 

cut  them. 

Alright  savs  he,  Mrs.  Abner,  we  can  opreate  tomorrv.  M  ell  ttu\\ 
sure  don't  waste  no  time.  So  I  went  to  bed  too  tuckered  out  even  to 
eat  but  I  did  want  a  cup  of  tea.  but  they  said  Mr.  Itel  dtdn  t  think 
tea’ was  good  for  pepul.  Well,  every hodys  bound  to  be  queer  one  way 
or  nuther  I  know  I  be.  So  I  didn’t  say  nothing,  but  that  night  I 
dreamed  1  was  swimming  in  a  lake  of  tea  and  couldn’t  bob  my  head 
down  enough  to  get  one  swaller. 

Next  morning  I  up  and  dressed,  combed  my  hair  real  slick,  puttm 
mv  new  switch  on,  and  all,  and  l  made  up  my  bed.  thinkin  it  would 
help  Mrs.  Itel.  and  1  didn’t  want  them  to  think  I  was  slack  even  it  I 
was  pavin  mv  board,  and  payin  good  too.  When  in  come  one  ot  them 
nurses ‘and  said,  you’d  better  go  back  to  bed.  Mrs.  Aimer,  so  as  to 
be  ready  for  the  operation.  So  1  did  leavin  on  my  switch  an  su  s,i\s 
I  will  give  you  an  enemy  now.  A  what  says  I  hopin  twns  some  new 
kind  of  tea.  I  didn’t  say  no  more  not  wisliin  to  expose  my  ignurance 
but  I’ll  tell  you  right  now,  twarnt  no  kind  of  tea.  Then  they  too. 
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oil*  my  own  nightgown,  which  was  a  respecturble  length,  and  put  one 
on  which  was  a  cross  between  a  man’s  shirt  and  a  tea  jacket,  and 
not  knowing,  I  put  it  on  so  those  strings  that  tie  it  come  in  front. 
1  spose  Mr.  Itel  has  to  buy  so  many  nightgowns  he  has  to  make  them 
short  so  thered  be  enough  to  go  around.  But  they  do  give  you  a 
clean  one  every  mornin,  but  as  for  me  I’d  rather  wear  them  two  days 
and  have  them  dubble  length.  But  one  cant  have  everything  one  wants. 
Well  to  resume,  they  took  off  my  switch  and  braided  my  hair  in  two 
braids.  Now  you  know  my  hair  don’t  make  much  of  a  shoin  in  one 
braid  and  in  two,  well  you  could  see  them  if  you  looked  real  dost. 
Then  they  said,  have  you  got  false  teath,  Mrs.  Abner  ?  I  said  I  had, 
th inkin  to  myself  twas  none  of  their  bisness.  You  will  have  to  take 
them  out.  Well  I  did  kinder  hate  to.  Im  not  what  youd  call  handsome 
at  any  time  and  I  hope  I  haven’t  any  sinful  pride  but  not  bavin  your 
switch  nor  your  teeth  dont  really  improve  your  looks  none.  But  1 
gritted  my  teeth  or  would  have  if  Id  had  em  an  says  to  myself  “Alls 
fair  in  love  or  war.”  That  sayin  just  comin  to  me  tho  not  bein  just 
the  sayin  for  the  time.  When  I  told  this  to  Abner  he  said,  AVell  Jane 
I. would  think  youd  had  your  mind  on  higher  things,  you  might  have 
come  out  of  that  operation  room  a  dead  corpse.  Well,  says  I,  Id  rather 
be  a  good  looking  dead  corpse  than  a  humbly  one  any  time.  Well  to 
resume  again.  They  brot  in  what  looked  like  a  new  kind  of  ironin 
board  on  wheels.  Seems  they  wanted  me  to  get  on  that  and  be  wheeled 
to  the  operation  room.  But  I  said  Ive  never  been  wheeled  anywhere 
yet  since  I  was  a  babe  in  arms  as  the  sayin  is  and  Id  walk  to  that 
operation  room  on  my  own  two  feet  pervidin  theyd  git  my  purple 
kimona  that  was  hangin  in  the  closet,  Mr.  Bel's  nightgowns  being  some 
short.  Well  those  nurses  who  was  as  pretty  and  sweet  a  bunch  of 
girls  as  youd  see  anywhere  tho  they  did  seem  pretty  young  to  know 
much.  Thev  looked  kind  of  funny  then.  One  that  was  boss  said  but 
Mrs.  Abner  everyone  goes  that  wav,  so  T  says  what  has  been  done  can 
be  did,  and  I  climbed  on  that  ironin  board  and  they  wheeled  me.  an  abul 
bodied  woman  up  to  the  ether  room.  They  put  somethin  kind  of 
smotherin  like  over  inv  nose  and  I  never  knew  nothin  more  till  I  was 
back  in  that  room  again  and  Abner  was  sayin,  Do  you  know  me  Jane? 
and  I  says  I  thot  Mr.  Itel  was  going  to  operate,  and  the  nurse  said  its 
all  over  Mrs.  Abner  and  tho  Id  slept  real  good  the  night  before  \ 
just  went  back  to  sleep  not  even  thinking  of  Abner.  And  the  funny 
part  of  it  is  1  don’t  know  to  this  day  wether  it  was  Mr.  Bel  who  cut 
out  my  insides  or  the  man  that  runs  the  vacuum  cleaner  and  other 
jobs  of  different  kinds  around  the  hospital. 

Well  good  by  Marie,  I  will  write  more  later. 
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P.  S.  First  thing  I  get  home  I’m  going  to  have  Abner  go  up  to 
the  church  and  get  the  coffee  pot  the  Ladies  Aid  use  when  they  have  a 
county  fair,  and  I’m  going  to  make  it  full  of  tea  and  if  there  is  a  cup 
or  two  left  over  after  Ive  satified  my  hankerin  Abner  and  the  hired 
man.  can  have  some.  Say  Maria  there  was  something  kind  of  queer. 
Don't  mention  it  to  anybody  but  you  know  that  mornin  before  the 
operation  Mrs.  Itel  never  give  me  no  breakfast  and  me  just  a  new 
border  and  bavin  pade  for  it,  but  1  spose  she  got  up  late  and  she  had 
to  get  me  all  ready  for  the  operation  and  so  it  slipped  her  mind,  but 

Id  call  it  careless  like.

OUR  MAYFLOWER  LINE 

1.  John  Tilley,  a  silk  merchant,  was  baptized  in  London,  Eng:.,  May 
24,  1571  He  was  married  first  in  1605,  to  Elizabeth  Comvngs,  who  was 
born  in  London  in  1585.  She  died  in  England  or  Holland,  and  he  was 
married  again  in  Holland,  to  Bridget  Van  der  Velde.  He  had  a 
daughter  by  his  first  wife,  who  was  born  in  London  in  1606.  Mr. 
Tilley  came  to  Plymouth,  Mass.,  with  his  wife  and  daughter,  in  the 
Mayflower  in  1620.  He  and  his  wife  both  died  the  first  winter.  After 
their  death,  his  daughter  was  taken  into  the  home  of  Gov.  John  Carver. 

2.  Elizabeth  Tilley,  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Comvngs)  Tilley, 
v/as  born  in  London,  Eng.,  in  1606.  She  was  married  in  Plymouth. 
Mass.,  August  14,  1623,  to  John  Howland,  son  of  Humphrey  Howland,  a 
draper  of  London.  He  was  born  about  1592.  John  Howland  was  one  oi 
the  younger  men  that  came  to  Plymouth  in  the  “Mayflower  in  1620. 
They  had  nine  children,  all  born  at  Plymouth.  He  died  there  February 
23,  1672,  at  the  age  of  80  years.  She  died  in  Swansea,  Mass.,  at  the 
home  of  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Lydia  (Howland)  Brown,  December  21. 
1687,  age  81  years. 

3.  Hannah  Howland,  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Tilley)  How¬ 

land  was  born  in  Plymouth  .Mass.  She  was  married  in  Swansea,  Mass.. 
Julv  6,  1661,  to  Jonathan  Basworth,  Jr.,  son  of  Jonathan  and  Elizabeth 
(  )  Bosworth.  He  was  born  in  Cambridge,  Mass., 

about  1639.  They  had  seven  children.  Mr.  Bosworth  died  in  Rehoboth. 
Mass.,  and  was  buried  there  January  3,  1687.  She  died  in  Swansea  in 
1689. 

4.  Hannah  Bosworth,  daughter  of  Jonathan  and  Hannah  (Howland t 
Bosworth,  was  born  in  Swansea,  Mass.,  November  5,  1663.  She  was 
married  in  Swansea,  Mass.,  November  4,  1686,  to  Maj.  Nathaniel  Jenks. 
son  of  Joseph,  and  Esther  (Ballard)  Jenks.  He  was  born  in  Providence. 
R.  L,  January  29,  1662.  They  had  four  children,  all  born  in  Providence. 

Mr.  Jenks  died  in  Providence,  August  12,  1723.  She  died  there 
March  2,  1723. 

5.  Nathaniel  Jenks,  Jr.,  son  of  Nathaniel  and  Hannah  (Bosworth i 
Jenks,  was  born  in  Providence,  January  4,  1702.  He  was  married 
secondly  May  29,  1729,  to  Bridget  Blake,  daughter  of  John  and  Joanna 
(Whiting)  Blake.  She  was  born  in  Dorchester,  Mass.,  March  27.  1693. 
Mr.  Jenks  had  three  children  by  his  first  marriage  and  four  by  the 
second  marriage.  He  died  in  Providence  December  13,  1741.  She  died 
there  September  12,  1782,  at  the  age  of  89  years. 

6.  James  Jenks,  son  of  Nathaniel  and  Bridget  (Blake)  Jenks  was  born 
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in  Providence,  B.  1.  October  13,  1733.  He  was  married  in  North  Pro¬ 
vidence  (now  Smith  field)  about  1755,  to  Beriah  Crabtree.  Mr.  Jenks 
went  to  Parrsboro,  N.  S.,  about  1760.  They  had  eight  children,  the  first 
two  were  born  in  North  Providence,  the  others  were  born  in  Parrsboro. 
He  died  in  Parrsboro,  August  11,  1806.  She  died  there  February  28. 

1818. 

7.  James  Jenks,  Jr.,  son  of  James  and  Beriah  (Crabtree)  Jenks  was 
Ijorn  in  Parrsboro.  X.  S.,  February  24,  1764.  He  was  married  there 
August  23,  1786,  to  Martha  Lewis  daughter  of  Caleb  and  Abilgail 
(Moss)  Lewis.  She  was  born  in  Wallingford,  Conn.,  November  3,  1762. 
Mr.  Jenks  died  in  Parrsboro,  May  10,  1821.  Mrs.  Jenks  died  there  at  the 
age  of  96  years. 

8.  Eunice  Jenks,  daughter  of  James  and  Martha  (Lewis)  Jenks.  was 
born  in  Parrsboro,  X.  S.,  September  1,  1807.  She  was  married  in  River 
Philip.  X.  S.,  March  17,  1833,  to  James  Rockwell  Davison,  son  of 
Jonathan  and  Elizabeth  (Rockwell)  Davison.  Mr.  Davison  is  number  6, 
in  this  genealogy. 
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ALFRED  DEXTER  DAVISON 

1.  Alfred  Dexter  Davison,  youngest  son  of  Jonathan  and  Elizabeth 
(Rockwell)  Davison  and  brother  of  James  Rockwell  (6)  Davison,  was 
born  in  Cambridge,  Nova  Scotia,  June  IS,  1814.  He  was  married  in 
Portsmouth,  Ohio,  in  1843,  to  Harriet  Amanda  Stephenson.  She  was 
born  in  Kentucky  July  23,  1823.  They  lived  in  Portsmouth,  Ohio, 
Noblesville.  Indiana,  and  went  to  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  in  1856. 

Mr.  Davison  was  a  carpenter  and  built  many  buildings  in  St. 
Paul.  There  were  six  children  that  lived  to  grow  up,  and  several  who 
died  in  infancy.  The  first  one  was  born  in  Portsmouth,  the  last  three 
were  born  in  St.  Paul,  and  the  others  were  born  in  Noblesville,  Indiana. 

Mr.  Davison  died  in  St.  Paul,  January  19,  1894.  His  wife  died 
there  November  11,  1893.

Henrietta  weighed  less  than  two  pounds  when  she  was  born.  She 
could  be  put  in  a  quart  cup  and  a  hand  put  over  the  top.  She  grew 
up  and  taught  school  in  St.  Paul  for  twenty-nine  years,  most  of  the 
time  in  the  Madison  school. 
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
